“ By now preferring charges against me, 
in your mad scramble to divert attention 
from the detailed indictment which I made 
against you and your aids, printed in the 
newspapers of thig city on last Sunday, you 
show your lack of sincerity. You thus seek 
to bring before the civil courts matters which 
ought to be fought out in the Criminal court.

Instead you have 
sought to escape the overwheiming force of 
the truth by starting a back fire. 

“In addition to the exposure of your own 
maladministration, my indictment con- 
tained exposures of James M. Slattery, su-

WRITES TO THE MAYOR. 


Council Committee Meets Today 
to Take Up Imprdvement 
Project. 


The Illinois Central railroad company may 
not accept the revised ordinance, ratifying 
the agreement for the improvement of the 
lake shore betweeen Grant park and Fifty- 
first street. The position of the railroad 
was defined in a letter President C. H. Mark- 
Kam wrote to Mayor Harrison yesterday. 

The provision ot the proposed ordinance 
declared to be objectionable is a clause 
which will forbid the railroad from using 
any of its acquired: land as well as the pres- 
ent right of way between Thirty-first and 
Fifty-first streets, except for railroad pur- 
poses, without the consent of the city council. 

Mr. Markham in his letter, which was 
made public yesterday, made it plain that 
such a restriction would not be acceptable. 

To be frank.“ said the mayor, I am not 
sure whether this means the company refuses 
to accept the present ordinance or not. Our 
position has been made plain. If the com- 
pany refuses, the deal ends.“ 


Council Committee Meets Today. 
The attitude of the railroad adds further 
complications to the negotiations for the 
proposed improvement. It is expected this 
new phase of the question will be one of the 


principal subjects of discussion at the meet-- 


ing of the city council committee on harbors, 
wharves, and bridges this afternoon. The 
committee expects to hold its last public 
hearing on the proposition and then to begin 
consideration of the ordinance, section by 
section. 

In the first ordinance restrictions were 
Placed only on the use of lands to be ac- 
quired lying east of the east line of the pres- 
ent 200 Toot right of way of the company. 
south of Thirty-first street: The revised or- 
dinance will. compel the company to use al’ 
its acquired lands and its present right of 
way for railroad purposes only, unless other 
use is authorized later by the council. Cor- 
poration Counsel Sexton in an opinion held 
that the first ordinance gave the railroad 
com y the right to build factories, flat 
buildings, or any sort of structures on its 
property or to sell parts of it for similar pur- 
poses. 


Markham Writes to Mayor. 

Mr. Markham in his letter to the mayor 
says: 

At the time of the conference in your 
office I expressed a willingness on behalf of 
the company to consent to such a restric- 
tion as this upon the lands lying east of the 
east line of the present 200 foot right of way 
of the company south of Thirty-first street, 
as far as any submerged lands would be ac- 
quired, and it was believed at that time this 
concession would be satisfactory to all. 

“The form of the present draft indicates, 
however, that such is not the case, and that 
it is proposed to extend the restrictions to 
lands which the companyShas owned in fee 
for many years, lying west and south of the 
submerged lands proposed to be acquired. 

“In view of the negotiations which have 
taken place between representativevs of the 
city and this company it seems to me only 
fair to define the position of the company. 
Jam entirely free to say that in all proba- 
bility no such objectionable use as contem- 
plated by the propqnents of the proposed 
additional restriction will be made of the 
fee lands lying between Thirty-first and 
Fifty-first streets. 


Explains Company’s Stand. 

It may be asked, why should the rail- 
road company object to the proposed restric- 
tion? The answer is that in the growth of a 
great city like Chicago conditions change 

rapidly that no owner of land can under- 
take to anticipate the fufure.and by accept- 
ing such a restriction run the risk of depriy- 
ing himself of the opportunity in years to 


come of making the best use of his property. 


The compaiiy has owned these lands for more 
than fifty years and cannot at this time con- 
sent to accept restrictions upon their use 
which have never before existed.“ 

Mr. Markham also says that if the provis- 
ions are modified so @s to remove the re- 
strittion on the lands now owned by the 
company south of Thirty-first street, he will 
recommend to the board of directors that it 
accept the ordinance.

Expert statistielan Says Seale 
Must Be Advanced to Meet 
the Obligations.

the life insurance rates of the order. A. R. 
Talbot, head consul, had’ promised the 
insurgents" he would permit them to voice 
their protests, but he put them off a day.

There is only one 
solution and that is t either double the 
assessments each year or rerate each mem- 
ber on a new scale that will insure an in- 
come sufficient to meet the obligations. The 
total assumed obligations of the order ma- 
turing from year to year are 51. 788.000, 000. 
The income at present rates is 8887, 848,000 

With these figures I would like to know 

w the society can be maintained on a 
sound and permanent basis unless the rates 
are adequate to the obligations. . 

Those opposing the proposed increases say 
that the order has a surplus of $8,000,000 with 
which to pay death benefits. They assert 
that any upward change will drive many of 
the old men out of the order and prevent a 
large per cent of the young men who other- 
wise would join from becoming members.

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SAY POLICE CAN CONTROL VICE 


Lavin and Healy Assert Gam- 
bling May Be Stopped. 


TELL THE MERIT BOARD. 


Another Commanding Officer Said fo 
Face Charges. 


If honest orders are given and policemen 
do their duty, the police department is able 
to suppress gambling and contro! all forms 
of vice, according to two high police officials 
who testified before the city civil service 
commission yesterday. 

The two witnesses were Capt. Patrick J. 
Lavin and Capt. Stephen K. Healy, both in- 
spectors up to last Monday, when the in- 
spectorships were abolished. They ‘were 
questioned as to the vice conditions in their 
old divisions and their ideas upon the contro! 
Capt. Lavin said he had been on the force 
for thirty years. He was asked concerning 
his administration in the Maxwell street dia- 
trict. Attorney W. W. Wheelock directed 
the captain’s attention to the general vice 
order issued by former Chief Steward and 
still in effect. 


Says Vice Order Can Be Enforced. 

“Do you bélieve the provisions of that 
order can be carried out by efficient 9 
work?” the attorney asked. 

Tes, I do,” was the reply, it would 5 
no trouble at all for the police to drive ro- 
sorte off car lines or to stop soliciting on 
the streets or from doors and windows of 
houses. The sale of liquor in resorts would 
be a little harder to suppress, but it can 
be done by close watching of the violators 
of that provision.“ 


Capt. Healy Tells of Conditions,

Mrs. Henley charges that during the 
months of June and July in 1909 Henley was 
almost constantly inthe company of women 
of questionable character. She says he de- 
serted her May 1, 1909, just six days after 
the twenty-fourth anniversary of their mar- 
riage. 


Henley Indicted in 1940. 

The Henleys were married in 1885. They 
have four children, two of whom, Gladye and 
William J. Henley Jr., are under age. 

Mrs. Henley alleges that her husband has 
an estate of about $100,000 and a large in- 
come from his law practice: Besides the 
house in Harvard avenue, which she values 
at $14,000, she says he owns a farm in Rush 
county, Ind., worth $10,000. 

Henley came into notice in May, 1910, when 
he wae indicted on a charge of embezzling 
$28,000 from the Chicago and Western In- 
diana railroad while he was president: The

Harry E. Smoot, attorney for the league, 
sald there is evidence in his hands for suits 
against the owners of a dozen public dance 
halis. Investigators are at work nightly and 
not one hall will be exempted.

Educator Defends Child Labor. 

Louisville, Ky., Jan. 28.“ Children have la- 
bored since Adam delved and Eve spun; and 
the labor generally hes been good for their 
bodies and for their souls,“ 
Pearse, superintendent of the Milwaukee schools . 
and president of the National Educational asso- 
ciation, in an address to the eighth annual con- 
ference of the national child labor committee, 
which convened here tonight. . Child labor, in 
his opinion, is not an unmixed evil. 

“It is an evil,” he declared, “ when the phys- 
ical or moral conditions. surrounding the child 
are unwholesome, when, by it, he is deprived 
* education for the mind and of the joy of 
Ute.“ 

The conference will consider through its three 
day session here the dual question of chile 
labor and education. 

In his address, Ernest O. Holland,- puperin- 
tendent of public schools of Louisville, urged 
the establishment of vocational schools which 
should have the direction of all the working 
children between the ages of 14 and 16.

Economical Housekeeping 


Church Chicken. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. : 

HERE are no cook books that are, as far 

as they go, so good as those gotten up 

by women working for some charitable 

purpose. If the authors of the recipes 

are up to date, earnest women of long 

domestic experience, or with an inherited sup- 

ply of recipes, the. compilation is likely to be 

of exceptional excellence, although the au- 

thors may not have had any experience in 
book making. 

It is quite a universal expedient among 
women who want to raise money for some 
church. object., or similar benevolence, to get 
up a cook book, They put their hearts and 
souls into the effort and give the choicest and 
most thoroughly well tried. out recipes of 
their households, sometimes recipes that have 
been proven of worth through generations. 

But perhaps more interesting yet are the 
recipes of the very latest and newest things 
sometimes a revival or slight modffication of 
the old—recipes for nice things that have 
come newly into the community and are com- 
ing into popularity everywhere, recipes that 
women elsewhere have heard about and want 
to get. 

~~ 

The nice new way is what we all want to 
find out, I have had a good many requests 
for “some nice way of preparing a soup, 
meat, vegetable, salad, or dessert, and wish I 
could go hither and yon to find out what vari- 


ous little communities or social. sets are doing 


in these ways. 

If one goes to the newest of-the cook books 
of the kind mentioned, or even to the old ones, 
she is pretty sure to find some one or two 
things, if not many, that will please her. I 
have chosen the following recipes fror a col- 
lection of just such books, not becau they 
are at all remarkable or unique, but ause. 
they present rather economical ideas about 
chicken, or old hen, with which can be made 
about as inexpensive a meat dish as from any 
piece of meat of its price that we can get. 

Chicken Soup.—Take the remains of a roast 
chicken, break the. bones small, and put in a 
saucepan with one and a quarter pints of 
water, a little parsley, a small piece of bacon, 
an onion, a carrot, salt and pepper to taste. 
Let it all boil up, then add a slice of bread, 
and simmer for three. hours. Lift. out the 
vegetables and bones, and rub the meat, bread, 
etc., through a fine’ sieve. Pour this puree into 
a saucepan, rehéat, add more seasoning, if 
necessary, and the beaten yolk of an egg, just 
before serving, after it has been taken from 
the fire. Serve with croutons,

It ts my opinion that nothing but the best- 
of homemade bread should be used in any 
soup. A great many people, as it seems to 
me, spoil what would be an excellent vege- 
table soup without meat by putting a slice or 
two of bakers’ bread or a bakers’ roll into it. 
I do not like the flavor. It takes something 
away from the pure flavor of the vegetables, a 
clean, fresh, bouquetlike flavor. 

Chicken Pot Pie,—Select a plump old hen 
and joint; cover with cold water and let boil 
slowly for three or four hours, season with salt 
and pepper and a small onion sliced, add more 
boiling water, as that around it evaporates, 
and if the chicken does not become tender add 
a pinch of soda to the water. Make a crust of 


one pint of flour, two teaspoons of baking 


powder, one-half teaspoon of salt sifted to- 
gether;. rub one teaspoon of butter into the 
flour and beat in enough sweet milk to make 
it soft enough ‘to roll. Roll out about the 
size of top of kettle, cut into quarters, and 
lay over chicken so that the quarters will not 
touch one another. Cover closely and keep 
bolling fifteen or twenty minutes. Be sure the 
chicken is covered

HENEVER the température of - 
room is oter US deyrees and the

or 64 degrees.

The men who were chilled by the cold incom- 
ing air plug the openings, sometimes with 
boards, as in the Chicago postoffice, but 
more frequently with wadded newspapers.

the temperature of the room was over 90 
degrees. 


A man stood there without a shirt. 
his bare body eovered with sweat. The 
ventilating duct had an opening right over 
his head, but he had plugged it because the 
air at 60 chilled him. 

Iie was right. It was safe, as well as 
more comfortable, to take bis chances ‘in 
that basement without air.

When cold air flows into a room it rolls to 
the floor, and the warmer the room the 
straighter it goes there. 

When radiators are having difficulty in 
keeping the room warm, or the foot zone is 
cold, the best way to increase the effi- 
ciency of the heating apparatus is to have 
fans blow the warm air from around the 
radiators to those parts of the room most 
in need of heat. Many of the failutes of 
mechanical, yentilation arise from the fact 
that the ducts deliver cold air into a warm 
room, repeating the very shortcoming which 
in the first place caused the owner to sup- 
plant window ventilation with mechanical 
devices. 

If there are boilers or machines near the 
ventilated room, causing it to heat to more 
than 75 degrees, the temptation is to use 
cool air to ventilate and to cool. Such a 
plan is wrong. 

, a. * Poet ~~ 

A wiser plan is to insulate the boiler 
rooms so that they do not heat nearby work- 
rooms, or else to give the hot rooms a sep- 
arate outlet system and to run the inlet 
ducts along this in such a way as to save 
heat. 

On the other hand, the temperature of 
the incoming air should not be higher than 
80 When it strikes the occupants, unless it 
is blowing with considerable force. 

A large part of the complaint against hot 
air systems is. because they deliver air in 
the room in cold weather gt 118 to 130 de- 
grees—and that is certainly unhealthy. ‘To 
be at its healthiest, air should flow into the 
room between 65 8 75. : 


WINDOW VENTILATED OFFICE. 

R. G. works in en office that is ventilated 
by windows.

‘VENTILATING HOTEL ROOM. 

W. J. M. writes; Tou have given your 
readers many. valuable suggestions in regard 
to ventilation, but none which exactly, meets 
the case of the person whose home is a ein- 
gle room in some hotel or large boarding 
house. It is easy enough for the man who 
occupies a house or flat to get ventilation 
All he has to dois to open the windows, back, 
front, and sides, and let the fresh air sweep 
through. But with the hotel dweller it isa 
different ‘proposition, especially at night. 
when he must keep his door closed. I live 
= a hotel. My_ windows face northward. 

When there is wind from a northerly quarter 
I have no difficulty in ‘securing fresh air in 
plenty and to spare. By opening the win- 
dows and the transom over the door one gets 
quick action. But when the wind is from a 
southern quarter, and especially if the wind 
is.strong, the airing of the north rooms of 
the house ie not so easily accomplished. 
Under these cincumstances.the corridor: air 


is forced through the transom, if open, and 


through the cracks around the door to such 
an extent that it is usually necessary toshut 
off steam from. the radiators in these north 
rooms, even in the coldest weather, in order 
to keep the temperature down to the proper 
point. It does little or no good to open the 


windows, because the air blows outward in- 


stead cf inward; and the only air which en- 
ters the room comes from the corridor—al- 
ways a foul mixture. more or less tainted 
with bad: breaths, tobacco smoke, kitchen 
odors, sickroom smells. and other disgusting 
components. I have lived in many hotels 
and they are ail about the same in the mat- 
ter of smelly corridor air. I try to meet this 
state of things, and with some success, by 
shutting both transom and door (thus ex- 
cluding the corridor air as far as possible) 
and opening the windows at both top and 
bottom as much as I find necessary, accord - 
ing to weather conditions. Then the warm- 
est air in room, which is next to the ceil- 
ing, passes out of the opening at the top of 
the window, while the colder and heavier 
outdoor air flows imat the bottom to take 
the place of what escapes at the top. In 
cold weather this movement is accelérated by 
having steam in the radiators. In warm 
weather I also place a ixteen inch electric 
fan in such a position that it blows outward 
through the open window at the bottom, 
causing a strong current of fresh air to be 
drawn in at the top. I can thus secure an 
abundance of fresh air during the hottest 
and stillest of summer nights. In that way a 
sixteen inch fan will change the entire at- 
mosphere of an ordinary room in a few min- 
utes. The smaller sizes of fans are much 
less effective. The chief thing to keep in 
mind in ventilating fa hotel room is that the 
door and transom must usually be kept shut 
and the window o at both top and bot- 
tom. Opening the Mindow at the bottom 
only win do very: Uttie good, except when 
there is . high wind blowing in. 
REPLY. 

There are but few suggestions that I can offer. 

You have thought this matter out exceptionally 


well and your conclusions in the main are adm!- 
rable. ‘If you will place your fan so. that it will 


low out at the top and then raise the window. 


from the bottom and lower it from the top, you 
will get action even when there is a wind and 
you are on the lee side of the bullding. ° 


One of those little ventilators which have a 


Small fan in an inlet duct will work better still. 

Do not close your window and transom under 
any circumstances. Corridor air, with its digad- 
vantages. is much the lesser evil. One window 
wide open exchanges more air than you think, 
though in the main your observations are ex- 
cellent.

British and native troops in India. 

This commission is to sit at Calcutta, is 
made up of men unfriendly to the conqueror 
of the Soudan, and is presided over by Field 
Marshal Sir William Nicholson, W who has for 
the last ten years distinguished himself 
by his intense animosity to Lord Kitchener, 
and is popularly regarded. as sharing half, 
if not three-quarters, of the responsibility 
of Lord Haldane for declining to allow Lord 
Kitchener any voice in the military affairs ot 
the nation, and for depriving him of any 
military employment that is in keeping with 
his rank and his record.

Lord Kitchener, it may be remembered, 
‘spent seven long and weary years in India, 
engaged in the complete and radical reorgan- 
ation of the military forces there, white 
and native. Nowhere did his work in this 
connection excite greater admiration than 
on the part of the war department at Berlin. 
Indeed, the leading staff officers of the great 
military powers of the old world have been 
unanimous in declaring that Kitchener, by 
‘his ‘work of reorganization in India, had, 
without any additional men, contrived to 
double, if; not, treble, = military. strength 
ort that oriental empire. 

The importance attached to his work by 
King Edward and the last Unionist adminis- 
tration is, perhaps, best.shown by the fact 
that when the memorable break occurred 
between Kitchener and Curzon, and the ne- 
cessity arose. of accepting the resignation 
of either one or the other, Curzon wassacri- 
ficed, despite his splendid record as. gov- 
ernor general, rather than that the marvel- 
ous work. which Kitchener was accomplish- 
ing should be interfered with. : 

Perhaps the best thing that he did there 
was to render the British army, white and 
native, in India absolutely independent of 
the home government in the matter ot arms, 
ordnance, equipment, supplies, etc., so that 
dn the ev of there belng any interruption 
in the cations between England and 
India the latter would be able to hold its own. 


— . 
This is one of the things which Field Mar- 
shal Sir William Nicholson and his commis- 
sion at Calcutta propose to modify, one ot 
the objects being to bring the Indian. army 
into greater and more intimate subjection to 
the war department at Whitehall. 
In one word, Lord’ Haldane, who. did not 
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to Lord Grenfell, to Lord Roberts, to Lord 
Wolseley, and to Sir Evelyn Wood, while 
Sir George White received it for his gallant 
and successful defense of Ladysmith,’ which 
had the result of turning the fortunes of the 
South African war in favor of the English. 
Sir William Nicholson never commanded 
any army in the field, either victorious or 
otherwise, his nearest approach thereto hav- 


ing been when he was military. secretary to 


Lord Roberts, during the early part of the 
Boer war. 6 

Sir Willtam is opinionated and rancorous, 
and has, like so many engineer officers, an 
extraordinary belief in the superiority of his 
own knowledge to ‘that of everybody else. 
He cannot understand why anybody should 
prefer Kitchener to himself, and defers to 
no one excepting, Lord Haldane, whose ig- 
norance of milftary matters is such that 
he is able to lead him around by the nose 
wherever military affairs are concerned. 

In fact, Sir WilHam is one of the most 
unpopular officers in the army, and, as for- 
mer chief of the general staff and first mem- 
ber of the army council, has been the prin- 
cipal factor in assisting Lord Haldane to 
reduce England's military defenses to a 
state of absolute chaos, abolishing the old 
militia and volunteer forces; which gave a 
good account of themselves in the Boer war, 
and supplanting them. with the so-called 
territorial army, which, in numbers, in train- 
ing, and in equipment, is, in the eyes of 
all military experts, English and foreign, a 
ee farce.

There is no doubt that when parliament , 
meets again the trouble in connection witn 
Haldane’s military commission for India, 
which is exciting great indignation in many 
quarters, in England and the colonies, will 
be thoroughly aired in the house of commons 
and in the house of

either Lord Haldane or Nicholson, was ex- 
tremely reluctant to give his consent to Ha 
dane's pressing request for a field marshal's 
baton for his, friend, and intimated that, in 
his opinion, there were already too many field 
marshals, and that, far from adding there- 
to, he wished he were able to reduce the 
number,. which now amounts to a round 
dozen. From this it would appear that few 
of England’s senior generals have any 
chance of rising to premier rank; since four 
of the present marshals will have to die be- 
fore any new appointments are made.
